BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Bayonne——The British Vice-Consul at Bayonne, in a recent 
report to the Foreign Office, remarks as follows :— 

‘« After having carefully studied the present situation, and con- 
sulted the leading merchants of this district, I have come to the 
conclusion that in many cases, excluding the category of goods 
which are exported from the United Kingdom in very large 
quantities, the prospects offered to British manufacturers are not 
sufficiently attractive to induce them to send out their own 
travellers. Under these circumstances I have found out that the 
conditions offered to their agents abroad are far from being 
adequate enough to encourage French firms to push British goods 
in such an efficient and expeditious manner that a satisfactory 
result could be obtained. Therefore the essential points to attain 
this end seem to be (1) to find an active and reliable agent, (2) to 
entrust him with a good collection of samples or patterns, (3) to 
grant him, besides his commission, a fixed yearly allowance which 
would partly defray travelling and advertising expenses. By this 
means British firms would be enabled to keep much more in touch 
with their agents, they would also be entitled to insist on a 
monthly return of sales; on the other hand, the agents would find 
an encouragement which would induce them to direct their best 
efforts to do a sufficient amount of business in order to secure the 
continuance of their allowance.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
3,184.) 


Oporto.—A report by H.M. Consul at Oporto, recently issued 
by the Foreign Office (Annual Series, 3,183) contains the following 
remarks :— 

‘“‘ At the risk of wearisome reiteration I would again beg leave 
to point out the almost entire uselesness of relying upon circulars 
and price lists sent by post as the only means of obtaining custom. 
Requests are frequently made to this office for the names of the 
importers of various classes of goods in order that they may be 
circularised, and at times cards and leaflets are sent to the Con- 
sulate to be consulted by intending purchasers. With all desire 
to be of assistance to merchants at home, I can safely affirm that 
during the last quarter of a century no one has called at the Con- 
sulate for such a purpose. Here is an illustration of the futility 
of wasting time and money on these cards. Some time ago a 
card was sent here with a short description of a certain class of 
goods connected with the druggist trade, followed by the words 
‘we would esteem it a favour if you would put our name on your 
list of reference.’ Now, there are about 30 wholesale importing 
druggists in this town; they are constantly (perhaps in their own 
opinion too constantly) being visited by agents and travellers, so 
much so, that one of them has an elaborate notice in his shop 
stating an hour at which agents and another at which travellers 
are received. In view of these persistent solicitations for orders 
by persons primed with every particular of the goods they have to 
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offer for sale, is it likely that this importer is going to leave his 
place of business and come. to the various Consulates to ask if he 
can be told of such.a thing as, say, a firm. willing to sell paints ? 
Except in the case~of firms who already have a well-established 
connection, almost the only’ manner in which business can be 
obtained is by means of ‘an agent or traveller, or, preferably, both. 
Perhaps the only exception to this is in the matter of coal, where 
profits are now cut so fine as in some cases not to allow of an 
agent’s commission, and most. of the business is now done direct 
between the colliery fitters and importers.” 


“In prints and dyed goods-some novelties both in design and in 
the cloth have been brought out hy Manchester printers who have 
been doing a regular trade. The advantage of lightness may again 
be mentioned for the benefit of those trying for this market, as the 
duties are levied by weight, and it is as well to bear this in mind in 
preparing samples. It may also be worth while again impressing 
on manufacturers bidding for this market the necessity of never 
using silk, wool or linen in cotton fabrics, otherwise they become 
Hable to an exceedingly high duty. It would also be an advantage 
to quote the price per metre, as merchants now seem desirous of 
abandoning the yard measurement; the weight also, should be 
stated in kilograms, so that the merchant can at once calculate the 
duty.” 

San Francisco.—In his report on the trade of 1903, recently 
issued by the Foreign Office, H.M. Consul-General at San Francisco 
remarks :— 

“T have from time to time pointed out that the only way in 
which British trade can be extended here is by sending travelling 
agents to canvass for trade. The principal grocery house here 
informs me that more French and German travelling salesmen call 
on them than British salesmen. The French sell wine and fancy 
groceries ; the German, Christmas goods ; and the British, biscuits, 
jams and fancy groceries. ‘This firm think that a resident agent 
representing a number of British houses would do well here. 
Circulars and price lists are almost useless.” (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,185.)

* The importations from foreign countries show a large increase. This increase 
is, perhaps, more apparent than real, as it is only since preferential treatment was 
granted to the United Kingdom goods that the Customs have been able to make 
an accurate classification. 

The great drop in the imports from the Australian Colonies will 
be observed, but New Zealand has gone forward, and Canada’s 
rise in the list is phenomenal. 

As regards the imports from Germany, the value has risen from 
515,497/. in 1902 to 746,8841. in 1903; those from the United 
States of America have risen from 1,173,419/. in 1902 to 
1,674,2610. in 1908. 

The Argentine imports increased from 527,074/. to 999,8011. 
These three countries account for more than two-thirds of the 
increase from foreign countries. 

As regards Canadian goods it has been agreed that the reciprocal 
preferential treatment will be applicable from Ist July, 1904. 

In connection with the increased value of imports in 1903, it 
should be observed that the value of mealies and mealie meal 
increased from 56,3701. in 1902 to 527,9071.in 1908. There was also 
@ corresponding increase in oats. The very excellent harvests of this 
year will greatly reduce the importation; the result will be detri- 
mental to Customs revenue, but of great advantage to the producer. 

The quantity of butter imported .during the calendar year 1903 
was 6,629,373 pounds. The revenue derived from butter consumed 
in Natal amounted to about 20,0001. 

Exports. 

The trade of Natal with Cape Colony declined from 465,734/. in 
1902 to 364,043/. in 1903, with the Orange River Colony increased 
from 309,417/. (non-Colonial produce, 254,503/.) in 1902 to 
619,313/. (non-Colonial produce, 513,510/.) in 1908, and with the 
Transvaal (apart from military stores), increased from 5,360,000. 
(non-Colonial produce, 4,932,5601.) in 1902 to 7,239,423/. (non- 
Colonial produce, 6,791,4511.) in 1903. 

In oversea traffic, Colonial goods fell in value from 984,504/. to 
947,3611. |

SILVER LEAD AND LEAD ORE IN SPAIN. 


The following particulars of the production of silver lead and 
Jead ores in Spain are taken from a report by Mr. H. W. B. 
Harrison, Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy at Madrid :— 

Silver lead is at present produced in Spain in the provinces of 
Almeria, Carceres, Ciudad Real, Cordoba, Murcia, and Seville. 

In the Province of Almeria, on the Mediterranean coast of 
Andalucia, there are 62 mines employing 874 workmen, with a 
production in the year 1902 of 42,985 tons, valued at 508,083 
pesetas (15,240/.). The railway at present constructed connects 
the port of Almeria with Guadix, Baeza, Cordoba, ‘&c., and the 
port of Aguilas with Empalme and Baza. A line from Baza to 
Moreda is under construction, which will connect Aguilas with 
the main line from Almeria to Cordoba. 

In Ciudad Real there are five silver lead mines at work, em- 
ploying 2,729 workmen, with a production in 1902 of 33,349 tons 
valued at ‘6, 877,475 pesetas (176, 3221.). Ciudad Real is in the 
centre of Spain, connected by railway with Madrid, Merida and 
Manzanares for Almeria, Alicante, Cartegena, &c. 

In the Province of Cordoba there are 13 silver lead mines at 
work, employing 1,799 workmen, with a production in 1902 of 
12,767 tons valued at 2,404,553 pesetas (72,1351.). Cordoba is a 
central province, but is connected by railway with Seville and 
Huelva, with Utrera and Cadiz, with Bobadilla for Algeciras or 
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Malaga, with Baeza for Almeria or Madrid,‘and with Almerchon 
for Merida or Madrid. 

In the Province of Murcia there are 141 silver lead mines at 
work, which produced in 1902, 135,306 tons valued at 20,295,240 
pesetas (607,850/.). The railway system in Murcia consists of 
full gauge railways from the port of Aguilas to Empalmo, Baza 
and Lorca, from Lorca to Alcantarilla, from the port of Cartagena 
to Alquerias for Alicante and Madrid; and narrow gauge railways 
from Playa to Menas, Puerto to Mazarron, and from Cartagena to 
San Gines. 

The output of the mines in the Provinces of Carceres and 
Seville is very limited. 

Lead ore is produced in Spain, chiefly in the Provinces of 
Almeria, Badajoz, Ciudad Real, Jaen, and Tarragona. 

In the Province of Almeria there are 27 mines at work, 
employing 315 workmen. The output in 1902 was 33,661 tons, 
valued at 381,377 pesetas (11,4392.). 

in the Province | of Badajoz oa are 30 mines working which 
employ 1,389 workmen. ‘The output in 1902 was 9,358 tons, 
valued at 1,450,505 pesetas (43,515/.). Badajoz is on the 
Portuguese frontier, and the main railway line to Portugal passes 
through the Province to Merida which is on the line to Zatfra, 
Huelva, &c. 

In the Province of Ciudad Real there are six lead mines, the 
output from which in 1902 was 2,661 tons, valued at 380,030 
pesetas (11,400/.). The railway connects Ciudad Real with 
Madrid, with Merida for Huelva, and with Manzanares for Almeria, 
Alicante, and Cartagena. 

In the Province of Jaen there are 249 active lead mines, 
employing 5,387 workmen. The output in 1902 was 50,655 tons, 
valued at 10,147,188 pesetas (804,413/.). The Province of Jaen is 
intersected by various railways; Baeza to Almeria, Baeza to 
Cordoba, Linares to Jaen and Puente Genil, Linares to Los 
Salidos, Linares to Vadollano. 

In the Province of .Tarragona there were three active lead mines 
covering 20 hectares, and employing 170 workmen. The output 
in 1902 was 1,935 tons, valued at 173,571 pesetas (5,205/.). The 
Province of Tarragona is intersected with railway lines from 
Barcelona, Lerida, Reus, and Selou, &c. 

A few mines are worked in other provinces, but the output of 
these is small. 
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AGRICULTURAL POSSIBILITIES IN ABYSSINIA. 


In the report of the United States Commissioner on his mission 
to Abyssinia, it is stated that among the crops more or less 
generally cultivated are a number to which greater attention might 
be given to the decided advantage of the country, viz., arachides, 
cotton, castor bean, all the cereals, fruits, grapes, and certain 
textile plants. 

Cotton.— With regard to cotton, the Commissioner reports that 
in addition to the cultivation of the variety of cotton known locally 
as ‘‘naine,” which has been carried on by the native population 
with very great success and to a considerable extent for many 
years, it has been recognised that certain portions of Abyssinia 
are susceptible of producing a first-class saleable cotton under 
the most favourable conditions. Two plantations, one at Baka, in 
the Province of Assabat, and the other at Orso, have given unex- 
pectedly brilliant results. ‘The last-named plantation, not yet 
completely organised, gives every promise of yielding large profits. 
These examples have been so striking that Europeans have asked 
for concessions, with the expectation of growing cotton, which will 

robably become one of the principal agricultural resources of the 
mpire. 

Coffee——The report gives the following particulars concerning 
Abyssinian coffee :— 

Two recognised qualities of Abyssinian coffee are cultivated and 
exported, one known as Abyssinian and the other as Harrar- 
Mocha. The last named is of first-class quality, being cultivated 
with care, and brings 3d. more per kilogram (2:2 pounds) than 
the first, in the country of production. The area devoted to the 
cultivation of this coffee is increasing constantly, and the product 
in form and flavour is that of the Mocha of Arabia; indeed, the 
greater part of the crop is sorted and either mixed or sold in ita 
natural state to the ultimate consumer as Mocha. There is, of 
course, no reason why Abyssinian coffee should not stand upon its 
own merits and even obtain recognition as the best in the world, 
as the country is the original habitat of the plant, which in the 
valley of Kaffa still grows in a wild state. 

The differences in the quality of the Abyssinian coffees result 
from two causes: the method of cultivation and the method of 
packing. In the provinces which produce the lower grades, the 
production is immense, but the crop is gathered with very little 
care, the berries being frequently gathered from the earth and 
losing by this contact a portion of their flavour. Having been 
gathered, the berries are packed in green hides, and thus 
packed, are exposed to the weather during a journey by caravan of 
from forty-five days to two months, thus constantly depreciating 
in value. In spite of these primitive methods, the exportation at 
the present time amounts to 2,000 mule loads per annum, or 
440,925 lbs., much of which is shipped by way of Harrar and the 
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rest by Massowah and the Sudan. The value of the exports of 
Abyssinian coffee amounts annually to 27,0001. 

The Harrar-Mocha of first quality, all of which is cultivated 
within easy distance of the city of Harrar, is almost entirely ex- 
ported to Aden, where, as explained before, it is mixed with 
Arabian Mocha and forwarded under this name to Europe and to 
the United States. Upon the completion of the railway to Addis- 
Ababa the exports of coffee will certainly increase enormously. 
At the present time, the coffees of the Province of Kaffa are so 
burdened with charges for transportation that practically nothing 
remains for the growers. 

Gums.—As regards gums, the Commissioner writes that the 
Abyssinian gums in general are white and highly esteemed. They 
are abundant and receive but little commercial attention. The 
best regions are those of from 4,900 to 5,900 feet altitude, although 
in the lower plains there is quite sufficient to invite exploitation. 
All these gums are exported by way of Aden, and are probably 
never recognised at the ports of arrival as of Abyssinian origin. 
The export at present amounts to about 1,930/. annually. This 
.export could be easily augmented to five times the present amount.

JAPAN.

Mild steel bars are dutiable under No. 217 of the Tariff, at the 
‘“‘ Conventional ” rate of 0°261 yen per 100 kins (54d. per cwt.). 

Checked woollen tweeds, even though the material consist of 
shoddy, and the cost of production be less than that of ordinary 
worsted cloth, are dutiable under No. 337 of the ‘Tariff as 
worsted cloth. 

Metal pencil holders are dutiable under No. 298 of the Tariff at 
the rate of 15 per cent. ad valorem, as ‘“ stationery,” and not under 
No. 271 as manufactures of metal. [This reverses a previous Deci- 
sion published at p. 606 of the “ Journal” for the 31st March last. | 

Glue is dutiable under No. 443 of the Tariff, at the rate ot 
0°886 yen per 100 kins (1s. 63d. per cwt.), when the colour and 
smell of the article show it to be common glue, even though it is 
transparent.

There was thus a grand total of rail- 
ways compieted and in hand on the Ist April, 1903, of 28,958 miles. 

During 1903-04, 2.e., from 1st April, 1903, to 31st March, 1904, 
1,282 miles of new railway have been authorised, and 838 miles 
have been or were likely to be opened to public traffic. The total 
length of open line at the commencement of 1904-05, 2.¢, on the 
Ist April, 1904, was, therefore, 27,146 miles, and the mileage 
under construction or sanctioned for construction on the 3lst 
March, 1904, was 3,044 miles; making a grand total of railways 
completed and in hand at the commencement of 1904-05 of 30,190 
miles, and showing, after allowing for lines abandoned and correc- 
tions of mileage, an advance on the previous year of 1,230 miles.: 

Of the 3,044 miles under construction, it is expected that 605 
miles will be opened for public traffic in 1904-05, leaving 2,436 
miles for completion in 1905-06 or later.

the stevedoring to the merchants in the charter 
party (See ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” for 25th 
February last, p. 371). I then pointed out that the shippers 
having that privilege were exploiting the owners and the ship 
masters in every respect. I now again call their special attention 
to the following facts:—Last year the leading chartering firms 
amalgamated together, and taking advantage of the same clause 
in the charter, pressed the stevedores for a certain percentage, 
otherwise they were determined to start opposition. The stevedores, 
knowing that they could not fight the binding clause, acceded to 
their pretensions, but on the other hand they increased their price 
by about 15 per cent.” 

The Consular Agent further states that a stevedore who started 
opposition last year in one port of the Sea of Azov charged 2/. for 
loading and trimming 1,000 quarters; this navigation season the 
shippers, in order to get rid of him, besides binding the steamers, 
are compelling the owners to stipulate in the charters, the price to 
be 31. for the same work. 

There are still a few stevedores in some ports of the Sea of Azov 
who are keeping down their prices as low as possible, and 
competing with the stevedores of the merchants and ship brokers 
in the hope that one day this serious obstacle may be remuved 
from the charter-party, but if it be kept on much longer thcy 
will probably abandon the business and then the shipowners will 
have to suffer the detriment which will certainly ensue.. 

H.M. Consular Agent also understands that steamers are bound 
by charter for their lightening over Yenikale Bar, besides which 
the merchants, now the shipping brokers, have made certain 
arrangements with the Kertch lightening contractors.

VENEZUELA. 


The “ London Gazette” of 24th June, publishes the text of a 
Decree issued by the President of Venezuela 
together with a translation thereof, which have 
been received at the, Foreign Office from H.M.

Article 1 of the Decree provides that the Custom House of 
‘‘ Crist6bal Colén ” established by an Executive Decree of the 7th 
of December, 1903, was to commence carrying out its duties from 
the lst of June; its jurisdiction shall be between the Promontory 
of Paria and the mouth of the Rio Grande. 

By Article 2, the Custom House of Ciudad Bolivar is declared 
open, and is to enjoy the same powers and have the same duties, 
with the same jurisdiction, as before its closure. 

By Article 3, it is provided that the Customs at Tucacas, estab- 
lished by Executive Decree of November 28th, 1903, was to begin 
to perform its duties from the Ist of June, and its jurisdiction 
shall extend from the mouth of the Aroa to the mouth of the Giieque. 
The resolution passed by the Ministry of Finance and Public Credit 
on the 28th of November, 1903, is consequently revoked. 

Article 4. provides that the Customs at La Vela, temporarily 
closed by Executive Decree of the 27th May, 1903, is again 
opened to the import, export, and coasting trades, and is to have 
the same powers and duties as those which it enjoyed prior to its 
closure. The jurisdiction of this Custom House shall lie between 
the mouth of the Giieque and Cape Oribono.

A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
Coasting Trade Minister at Rio de J aneiro, forwarding a trans- 
ts AE lation of a Decree granting a concession for the 
formation of a company, having its head office 


- at Santos, to engage in the coasting trade of Brazil. 


Stipulations are made in the clauses of the concession as to the 
number and tonnage of the steamers to be employed and other 
details of the service. 

The Government reserves to itself the right of free passage for 
certain officials, and other privileges; and the question of the 
charges for passengers and freights, as well as the general pro- 
gramme of the service, are to be submitted to the Ministry of 
Industry. 

The concessionnaires will enjoy the same privileges as the Lloyd 
Brazileiro (see “ Board of Trade Journal” for 20th February, 1902, 
p. 368), except the subsidy, and provision is made for the settle- 
ment of differences between the concessionnaires and the Govern- 
ment, by arbitration. 

The contract is for ten years, with the option of renewal by 
mutual agreement.

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BRITISH INDIA. 
The Statistical Department of the Government of India has 
recently issued a memorandum on the wheat 
baer oy crop of the season 1903-04, from which the 
; following particulars are taken :-— 

This season has been exceptionally favourable for wheat, and the 
good crop of last year has been exceeded by 20 per cent. in area 
and 21 per cent. in yield; yet with an addition of more than 43 
million acres, the harvested area is still below the level of the 
early nineties, that is, before 1895-96, when began the series of 
bad seasons that so sorely afflicted the central and western regions 
of India. But in the principal wheat-growing tracts of Northern 
India, where the crop is most prolific and from which the supplies 
fcr export are so largely drawn, the area is the largest on record, 
the excess over the highest other year being 975,000 acres in the 
United Provinces and 360,000 in the Punjab, where cultivation 
has extended on the Chenab and Jhelum Canals. In the matter 
of yield, moreover, this crop stands pre-eminent, and the total of 
9,390,000 tons, is 1,600,000 tons more than the large crop of 
1902-03. In the United Provinces the season was not quite so 
good and in Bengal about the same as last year, but in the Punjab 
and in the North-West Frontier the copious rain in March was 
highly beneficial and an exceptionally good harvest resulted. 
These same rains, however, which extended into the Central Pro- 
vinces and Berar came too late to benefit the earlier crop of those 
regions which had suffered somewhat from want of moisture, but 
on the contrary did considerable damage, so that the very favour- 
able anticipations formed earlier in the season were not fully realised. 
The crop has been least successful in Bombay, but fortunately 
the unfavourable conditions were most prevalent where the area 
under wheat is not important, and Sind has had an extremely 
good crop. In all the other territories also there has been a 
favourable harvest. The outturn in Berar appears to have been 
under-estimated, as 181 lbs. to the acre is an extremely low yield 
for the declared condition of the crop. A very low rate, 199 lbs. to 
the acre, has also been returned by Hyderabad.

fact been diminishing. Those producing most indiarubber at 
present are Cameroon and East Africa, but the exportation of both 
together did not exceed 130,000/. in value in 1902. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,186.)

He states that the 
Crop and Trade. ourse of the trade in the year 1903 was not so 
profitable as in former years either for planters or for dealers. 


The average price realised in 1903 was 641. per ton as compared 
with 120/. in 1902. 
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It is expected that it will be worse this season, as the price 
offered by the ‘‘ Regie” to the planters is 25 per cent less than 
last year. 

Shipments to England, which at one time promised to play an 
important part in the business of the port of Beirut, in consequence 
of the great demand for London in 1902-3, having disappointed 
expectations, planters diminished their cultivation last year to such 
an extent that this year’s crop may be estimated at only 9,000 
bags as compared with 20,000 bags in 1903. 

In consequence of this ‘depreciation in the price it is expected 
that many planters will probably abandon the cultivation of the 
“* Abou-Rika ” tobacco. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General at San Francisco in his recent report to the 
oe ai Foreign Office, states that there are 48,150 acres 
qucthn cf Under beet in California, and the total beet 
California sugar output for the 1902 season was 73,761 
short tons (of 2,000 lbs.), having doubled during 
the last three years. The production for 1903 is estimated at 
about 77,000 short tons. California now holds the first place in 
the United States in beet sugar production, with Michigan second 
with 54,753 short tons, and Colorado third with 38,777 tons. 
There are eight factories in California with a combined daily 
capacity of 11,800 tons of beets. 


With regard to the wheat industry, the Consul-General points out 
that the acreage under wheat in California is 





cain decreasing steadily owing to lands being more 
Wheat Industry. profitably devoted to intensive cultivation such 


as vineyards, fruits, &c. The method of farming 
employed does nothing to replace the chemical constituents taken 
from the soil by continued years of cropping. ‘The population is 
increasing rapidly, both by natural process and immigration, and 
the home consumption—usually estimated at about 6 bushels per 
head, causing increased local demand—added to a decreasing 
wheat area, and the impoverishment of lands, points to the export 
of wheat gradually decreasing. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,185.) 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PORTO RICO. 


H.M. Consul at Porto Rico, in his report for 1903, states that 
Cotton cotton cultivation experienced an active revival 
Cultivati all over the island under the auspices of an 
Siar American firm, which supplied a considerable 
quantity of seed gratis. 
About 10,000 acres are said to have been planted with cotton 
during the year and to have yielded satisfactorily (some 5,000 
bales), both as' regards quantity and quality. 
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The results are pronounced capable of important improvement 
as soon as the now inexperienced cultivators, pickers and handlers 
have mastered the methods of the novel industry. 

At present the introducers of the venture contrast the native 
labour very unfavourably with that in the American cotton fields 
and ginneries. 

Ginneries have been erected at San Juan, and other plants will 
follow at various points of the island to meet requirements that, 
it is anticipated, will -be doubled or trebled in a short time. 

The sort is “‘ Sea Island.” ‘To the end of the year cotton to the 
value of 8711, was exported to the United States. . (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,177.)

The 
amount of notes issued may be up to 10 ,000, 000 fr. (400,0007.), 
subject to the condition that the bank is always i in possession of a 
metallic reserve amounting to three-eighths of the amount of 
notes in circulation, and of effects that can easily be realised as 
security for five-eights of the amount of notes in circulation.”

BULGARIA. 


The following particulars relating to insurance companies in 
Bulgaria, are taken from a recent report by the 


Pres French Consul at Burgas :— 
nn - It is only during the last twenty years that 


insurance agencies have been established in the 
department of Burgas. At first, but little business was done by 

these agencies ; but the natives have gradually been convinced of 
the benefits to be derived from insurance, and the majority of 
business people now insure their premises and goods against fire. 
Life insurance companies, however, find comparatively few clients 
in the department, the population of which is 312 463. 

The only marine insurance companies, represented by agents at 
Burgas, are three German houses. These companies do business 
on but a small scale. Most of the valuable cargoes of grain are 
insured in London or Antwerp. 

An American company have secured the major portion of the 
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life insurance business, their premiums amounting to 3,200l. a 
year. A French company are also represented; but their terms 
are not so advantageous as those of the American company and 
their business is very limited. ‘T'wo native companies are repre- 
sented in this department; but they also suffer from American 
competition and the two combined are said to secure only about 
400/. annually in premiums. 

A French company do by far the largest amount of fire insur- 
ance. ‘T'wo native companies and a British company are also 
represented ; but their business has tended to diminish rather of 
recent years, most of it passing into the hands of the French 
company.

From this publication, which has been prepared in the Labour 
Department of the Board of Trade, it appears that the year 1903 
-was, on the whole, comparatively free from industrial stoppages. 
For some years past the number of disputes has been steadily 
decreasing, and in 1903 there were only 387, the average for the 
‘five years, 1898-1902, being 632, and for the five years, 1893-97, 
being 816. 

The total number of workpeople involved in the 387 new dis- 
putes in 1903 was 117,000, or about 1 per cent. of the industrial 
population of the United Kingdom, exclusive of agricultural 
labourers and seamen. The disputes, new and old, in progress 
during the year resulted in the loss of about 2,300,000 working 
days, nearly three-fifths of this total being accounted for by dis- 
putes in the mining and quarrying industries. The results of the 
disputes during the year were, on the whole, distinctly in favour 
of the employers.

OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 








The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade was established in 1899, in consequence of a report. by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters in the 
interests of British trade, so far as it can be met by Government action. 
It is intended to be a centre at which information on all subjects of 
commercial interest shall be collected and focussed in a form convenient 
for reference. In addition, it is the duty of the Branch, as far as the 
interests of British Trade permit, to afford information in reply to enquiries 
by traders on commercial matters. 

The office is housed at No. 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., and 
(subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and 
Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the direction of 
Mr. T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, on applica- 
tion being made to it either personally or by letter, to supply information 
with regard to the following subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics;; 
Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; 
Lists of firms abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different 
localities; Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of 
Supply, Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ;, 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of last year, the work formerly carried on by 
the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute is now con- 
ducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Commercial Intelligence Branch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S., has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches'of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superintendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of raw and manufactured products will be shown in the sample 
room at 73, Basinghall Street. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general information is. conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal” is now issued weekly at the price of ld. Supplements to the 
“ Board of Trade Journal”’ are issued quarterly, under the title of the 
“Imperial Institute Bulletin,” containing information and reports bear- 
ing on the work carried out in the Imperial Institute at South Tinsington:
